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Imagine a situation. The person that you've been going out with, that 
you've been lovers with, has been seen with another. From things that you've 
been told they have probably been sleeping together. Your reaction is one 
of anger, or one of hurt — you are jealous. -But why do you feel that way? 

The anger comes from the feeling that something you possessed has been 
stolen from you, your anger towards a thief. But nothing has been stolen, 
as, quite apart from whether or not you belive in private possessions, 
people are not inanimate objects, they have their own minds and make their 
own decisions and if he or she decides that they don't like you anymore 
then no matter how sorry you may be that is up to them. Anger is out of 
place. 

So what about that hurt feeling, the conviction that you have somehow 
been betrayed. Well that is all well and good if you have had an agreement 
with your partner (though you may want to change that after reading this), 
but in any case this comes from the fear of losing the physical and/or 
emotional benefits of the relationship. But why should you lose this? 

It is easy to see how in this competition orientated society, this cultural 
conditioning arises. We have been told right from childhood that there can 
only be one winner and anybody else is a loser, which results in the con¬ 
viction that even if someone does 'love' more than one person, it can only 
possibly w~ork out for one of them. This is ridiculous when you consider 
the number of family and friends that we are "allowed" to have emotional 
attachments to. The only difference in the type of love involved is the 
exclusion of those particular feelings that arise between sex-partners; 
i.e the result of a physical relationship. Now as far as I know, there is 
no PHYSICAL reason for our cultures practice of monogamy. 

The reason monogamy has developed is mainly ecconomic, resulting from 
lack of birth control and the resulting stretching of resources. Even in 
other cultures where it was not the norm it was limitted by ecconomic 
considerations (Where a rich man keeps many wives the conflict between 
them is then one of survival). It has been argued taht monogamy is a 
natural product of evolution, the man-women pair being more likely to 
have their offspring survive than a man (or presumably a woman, although 
this was not said) who spreads his 'love' around. Besides the question of on 
what evidence they used to come to this conclusion, this statement ignores 
the fact that primates are naturally sociableand live in groups, so that 
any child bom among them would be under the protection of the whole group-

•! In fact, this dogmattic assertion of theory smacks 
of someone trying to justify present attitudes, 
rather than scientific investigation. 

The importance of evolution is only that it 
| can say that monogamy is an instinctualreaction 
j rather than a cultural condition. But this doesn't 
| matter since cultural conditioning always has the 
| ability to overide even the most basic 'instincts', 

and so has intelegence. In fact intelegence is, it'self a product of evolution, 
so anything determinded by the mind is also evolution. If monogamy is instinctual 
why is the whole character of our culture and it's main religion geared to 
forceing monogamy on the individual? After all, you don't need a law to maintain 
something which is instinctual. 




Now take, for instance, yourself, you may not be the "jealous type", but 
you can bet that you will feel something if your lover started with someone 
else. We are all subject to conditioning of the society which we live in. But 
there is no reason you should feel any strong negative emotions in that case. 

If it results in your relationship finnishing it is really no different from 
if there had been no third party involved. Some men I've talked to said that 
they would not be jealous if 'their girlfriend'' (what a horrible expresion) had 
a lesbian relationship. I think that this more than anything illustrates the 
ludicrousness of it all: If your' not jealous of your partner engaging in sex 
homosexually with others, why are you bothered by them doing it heterosexually? 
0*k., you may say that homosexual 
sex gives something different from 
it's helerosexual^equivalent, but then 
dfferent partnersWery different as 
well (not better, different). 

But why shouldn't you be monogam 
You don't have to be, all that I'm 
asking is that you don't try and 
determine what your partner does by 
emotional blackmail and the like. 

And there is no point in suporessing 
your own desires - if you want to 
make love to several people, as long 
as you don't deceive them about your 
possition, I can see no reason why 
you shouldn't. Cultural conditioning 
is responsible for a great many of 
this societies neuroses. 

Ideally you should have as many 
rela-tionshi’Ds, sexual or otherwise 


a-s you and they £eel_ like. . These relationships need 
not last long, or they could last for ages; whoever 
and howmany you may decide to set up home with is upto 
you and them and no one else. Don't worry about whats 
to become of children, there are a lot more serious 
hazards in growing up than being called a bastard 
(e.g. being called a black bastard). 

Think about the advantages this freedom from con¬ 
vention gives. It can stop 'boredom occuring in existing 
relationships (how often have you seen that on a problem 
page; closed relationships breed sterility), it can 
ease sexual frustrations where one partners needs 
differ from the others, It can a-lso make it more accept¬ 
able to have friends of the opposite sex who are not 
sexual partners, since it doesn't matter so much if they 
a"re or not - and also can make it easyer to make such 
friends since you do not fear so much making anybody 
jealous. 

The taboo on sex could be even more lifted if the 
impulse to keep your partner safe (i.e. by secrecy) 
is lifted. In fact, the whole scope of human relation—
